Business Area at Pryor in 
Ruins—Third of Homes 
Razed or Damaged— 
Two Hospitals Hit and 
Evacuated. 


PRYOR, Ok., April 28 (AP). — 
This war boom town today dug 
out of the ruins of a tornado that 
ripped down Main street, leaving 
68 known dead and an estimate 
by the State Highway Patrol that 
the toll would reach 100 in this 
area. Property damage was put at 
$2,000,000. 

Searchers still were digging 
through the rubble that once was 
Main street. Relief workers hunt- 


ed through farming areas devas- 
tated by the tornado. 

The list of hospitalized injured 
was more than 150, the patrol said, 
and many more were given first 
aid treatment. 

The town of 5000, riear the Okla- 
homa Ordnance Works, was 
ordered under martial law and 
Gov. Leon C. Phillips placed 
Saftey Commissioner Walter B. 
Johnson in command of State re- 
lief agencies. . 

Hundreds of workers and ma- 
chinery from the ordnance works. 
which escaped serious damage, 
were sent to the scene, Giant

MADE TO PROGRAM 


3 Large Stores.to Be Asked 

to Reconsider — S o me 
Companies Already 
Putting Plan in Effect. 


Twelve large wholesale, manu- 
facturing and utilities firms in 
downtown St. Louis, employing 
about 10,000 persons, have agreed 
to the plan for staggering business 
hours, which becomes effective 
next Monday to relieve traffic con- 
gestion, Mayor William Dee 
Becker announced today, 

He said some of the firms al- 
ready are putting the plan into 
effect, and predicted that the new 


hours schedule for St. Louis work- 
ers will solve 75 per cent of the 
city’s transit problem, The Mayor 
added that. his office had received 
no new objections to the program. 
Three large downtown department 
stores have protested against the 
schedule. The Mayor said he will 
ask them to reconsider, since they 
employ some 8000 persons, 

Yesterday the Mayor sent letters 
to 350 other firms, most of them 
smaller retailers in the downtown 
district, urging employers to make 
advance adjustments in hour con- 
tracts with employes so that their 
businesses could change opening 
and closing hours Monday, 

Issues Proclamation, 

The Mayor today issued a formal 
proclamation requesting. that the 
schedule of staggered hours be 
placed in full effect Monday, He 
pointed out that the plan was 
recommended by the Metropolitan 
Area Transportation Committee as 
the best solution of traffic difficul- 
ties; that the demand for mass 
transportation was increasing daily 
with the war effort; that more pri- 
vate vehicles were being retired 
because of tire rationing, and that 
it was now impossible to secure 
additional mass transportation 
equipment. 

The schedule of changed hours 
varies in most cases from 15 to 30 
minutes from present, and is de 
signed to allow transit equipment 
to make at least two complete trips 
at peak hours, instead of only one, 
as is often the «ase now.

British Submarines Destroy Two 
Supply Ships, Minesweeper; 
Gasoline Carrier Set Afire. 

LONDON, April 28 (AP).—Brit- 
ish submarines have sunk two 
more enemy supply ships and a 
minesweeper and left a German 
gasoline carrier burning fiercely in 
the Mediterranean, the Admiralty 
announced tonight.

The..Mayor, at the conclusion 
of the meeting, said he was con 
fident the merit system “will be 
able. to function 100 per. cent if 
we all do our part.” 

City employes of the downtown 
municipal buildings will begin at- 
tending a series of meetings today 
at City Hall, at which their de- 
partment supervisiors will explain 
the purpose of the. questionnaires 
and issue instructions on filling 
them out. Later in the week, sim- 
ilar meetings will be held at the 
various hospitals and institutions 
about the city for employes who 
could not come downtown con- 
veniently. 

The questionnaires will be filled 
out in tripicate. Kirby said the 
entire system shoud be operative 
in aboult five months. Under the 
amendment, the commission was 
given one year from the special 
election date, Sept. 16, in which 
to set up the new system.

The Government already has an- 
nounced a sugar rationing system 
starting next Tuesday under 
which, for the time being, each in- 
dividual will be limited to half a 
‘pound a week. Sugar sales 
stopped last midnight in prepara- 
tion for rationing. 

Coffee drinkers who may think 
of turning to tea as a substitute 
will find that a 50 per cent cut in 
tea consumption was ordered some 
time ago 

The coffee. restriction was 
brought about by an order reduc- 
ing the amount of coffee which 
may be delivered by roasters and 
accepted by wholesalers in any 
month to 75 per cent of deliveries 
in the corresponding period of 
1941. 

The Government will not at- 
tempt to ration coffee at the con- 
sumer level, WPB said, but the 
wholesalers are “expected to pass 
the cut along to their customers 
as equitably as possible.” 

“This action was taken to con- 
serve supplies now on hand for 
the Army, Navy and civilian popu- 
lation and to make future supplies 
go as far as possible,” the an- 
nouncement said. . 

“The war has created uncertain- 
ties about future supplies, since 
merchant ships that normally 
trarisport coffee are needed to 
carry war materials.” 

As a result of the 25 per cent 
cut, the present supply of coffee 
in this country would last for sev- 
eral months even if.all imports 
were suspended, WPB said, but it 
gave this assurance; ; 

“Every effort will be made to 
continue the flow of green coffee 
into the United States.” 

Virtually all coffee imported into 
this country comes from 14 South 
and Central American countries, 
with Brazil and Colombia together 
supplying about 75 per cent of the 


total.

After Debate on Group's 
Activities. “ 


WASHINGTON. April 28 (AP). 
—The'House voted the Dies Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
an appropriation of $110,000 today 
to continue its investigations aft- 
er it had been denounced as 
“spreading disunity” and praised 
as rendering the country a great 
service. 

Approval of the allotment—larg- 
est on a monthly basis the com- 
"mittee has received in four years 
—came on a roll call vote of 290 
to 64, and will finance the com- 
mittee’s work for the rest of this 


year. ' 

Representative Cochran (Dem.), 
Missouri, chairman of the Accounts 
Committee, which approved the 
grant, told the House he had re- 
ceived “hundreds and hundreds of 
letters” urging that the appropria- 
tions be denied but that as a roll 
call vote had extended the commit- 
tee’s life the Accounts Committee 
“felt it had a mandatory” to recom- 
mend the allotment. 

Most of the opposition centered 
on Representative Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, the committee’s  chair- 
man. Representative Marcantonio 
(American Labor), New York), ac- 
cused Dies of making “wild 
charges” against Government offi- 
cials. 

“Every statement of this kind,” 
he cried, “is a monkeywrench 


thrown into the machinery which 
our Government has set up for the 
destruction of enemy agents in this 
country.” 7 

Representaiive Cox (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, declared that the committee 
was rendering “valuable service” 
and added: 

“It has made some mistakes. We 
all make mistakes. But make no 
mistake about this—the country as 
a whole believes this committee has 
done a great service.” 

“And,” Cox continued, “as long 
as the new orderites are still bor- 
ing away, as long as they keep try- 
ing to remake America, there’s 
work for this committee to do.”

Shift of 10,000,000 to War Jobs 
To Require Broad Readjustment 


Officials Hope to Avoid Labor Draft, But 
Say Employers Must Hire Women, Mid- 
die-Aged and Others Heretofore Barred.

WASHINGTON, April 28 (AP). 
OTAL effort on the war front is about to cost American labor 
and industry a terrific price in ‘personal and occupational re- 


adjustment. 


Paul V. McNutt, chairman of the new War Manpower Commis- 
sion, has orders from President Roosevelt to put men and women to 
work, regardless of personal preference, wherever they may be most 
needed and most effective in winning the war. His authority extends 
even to the question of draft deferment of vital war workers, 


Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Se- 
lective Service Director, says this 
is going to affect at least 10,000,- 
000 persons before the end of the 
year. That number of men and 
women are to be added to the 5,- 
000,000. now employed in war.-in- 
dustries, for a grand total of 15,- 
000,600 in .1942, exit 

Management, he says, soon. will 


be hiring workmen heretofore con- 


sidered unemployable: by a@ large 
section of American industry, and 
labor will be allocated on a su- 
pervised central plan such as pro- 
posed by the United States Army 
during the last war rather than on 
free labor’s traditional habit of 
working where and when it 
pleases. 

Today this country is the only 
nation at war which still permits 
its people to refuse a war job, or 
to walk away from one at will re- 
gardless of the effect on national 
security. Much of this will change 
under the War Manpower Com- 
mission, but officials hope to 
avoid a “labor draft.” 
“Psychological Lift.” 

Hershey suggests that compul- 
sion will be limited wherever pos- 
sible. by first discovering a per- 
son’s potential war-work skill and 
offering him voluntary transfer, 
where necessary, to the job he can 
do best. He is counting heavily on 
the “psychological lift” among men 
and women who, proud that their 
country needs them, will work 
hard at the voluntary period of 
occupational .readjustment. 

Donald M. Nelson, chairman of 
the War Production Board, fore- 
casts a period of stalwart. effort 
by .so-called “non-essential” indus- 
tries to convert machines and ma- 
terial to war production, By May 
$1, he says, the whole face of 
American industry will have been 
changed—all sizable non-war con- 
struction. and virtually all metal- 
using consumer goods manufac- 
turé willshave been shut down for 
the duration of the war. 

By July, says Vice-President 
Wallace, the United States will lead 
the world in war production. — 

This means, Hershey adds, that 
many employers, heretofore fussy 
about labor, soon will be obliged 
to call on classes they “once would 
not t in their shops.”

Tens of thousands of Americans

For the immediate future, this 
unique combination of climate and 
geographical position makes Lab- 
rador an ideal ferry base on the 
America-Britain run for bombers 
and even short-range fighters, fly- 
ing via Greenland and Iceland. 
Given only a slightly improved de- 
velopment in the ranges of heavy 
bombers and troop-carrying gliders 
and it puts North America within 
direct offensive striking distance 
of Hitler’s Norwegian coast. 


It Was Vulnerable. 


But airplanes can travel both 
ways, and Labrador, prior to the 
installations of the last months, 
was probably America’s most vul- 
nerable sector, from an invasion 
standpoint. Labrador might have 
fallen, a year ago, to 1000. air 
troops.

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WHY RUSSIA INTERNED OUR PLANE. 

Russia is waging all-out war on the European front 
of this world-wide conflict, but it is officially neutral 
on the Asiatic front. 

These facts explain the seeming paradox of Rus- 
sia’s interning the American bomber and crew that 
were forced down in Siberia after taking part in the 
attack on Japanese cities on April 18. This is the 
procedure, under international law, when belligerent 
forces are found on the territory of a neutral. (If 
‘| these flyers had landed near Moscow, however, they 
probably would not have been interned, but would 
have been welcomed as reinforcements instead.) 

Washington has no complaint to make about the 
action in Siberia, since Russia's reasons for its policy 
toward Japan are understood and respected by the 
other Allied Governments. It is acknowledged that 
Russia is bearing the brunt in Europe, and is doing 
a magnificent job in smashing back the Nazi drives. 
Japan is a traditional enemy of the Soviet Union, but 
fighting that country now would mean a two-front 
war for Russia and a perhaps fatal weakening of 
the crucial front in Europe. 

The United Nations’ policy now is to strengthen 
that front by every possible means, not to weaken it, 
even for the sake of a strategic gain against Japan. 
The internment of this bomber, strange as it. may 
seem at first glance, makes very good sense. 
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WHAT HAPPENED IN NOVEMBER? 

Japan’s treacherous attack on Pearl Harbor was 
originally set for last Nov. 3, says a Japanese broad- 
cast reported by the Office of Facts and Figures, but 
was postponed until Dec. 7 (or Dec. 8 by the Tokyo 
calendar). The scheduled opening date, the Jap radio 
explains, “was affected by an unexpected event.” 
Naturally, it would be very interesting. to know 
what this “unexpected event” might have been. 

3, but only two 
days before, Berlin officially charged that the United 
States had “attacked Germany,” in the allegedly ag- 
gressive acts of the destroyers Greer and Kearny 
against Nazi submarines.

A Rumanian 
Count, hobnobbing with the Nazis 
in this country, knows of Kurt's 
secret and threatens to turn him 
over to the Nazis unless he pays 
$10,000.

Everything is on a purely per- 
sonal basis.

mas} etting Ready for Sugar Rationing 


14,000 Dealers in Sugar, 
Commercial Users Register 


They Will List Names Today and Tomorrow 
—No Sales Till Next -Tuesday When 
Public Rationing Begins. 


Registration of about 14,000 com- 
mercial, industrial, and institution- 
al users of sugar in St. Louis and 
the county began today at the 12 


public high schools in the city and 
24 in the county. 

Sale of sugar was stopped 
throughout the country last night, 
and will not be resumed until next 
Tuesday when a war ration stamp 
must be surrendered for each 
pound of sugar purchased. The 
registration of individuals and 
families for these war ration stamp 
books will be conducted at the ele- 
mentary schools Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday of next 
week. 

About 200 applicants were on 
hand at Soldan High School when 
registration began there at 9 
o’clock this.morning. There were 
smaller gatherings at the other 
schools. Hours of registration, to- 
day and tomorrow, are from 9 
a. m. to 5. p. m. 

In this registration the normal 
inventory of sugar for each whole- 
saler and retailer is computed, and 
sugar purchase certificates to bring 
the inventory up to that quantity 
are issued. 

These certificates are good for 


purchases in May and June. Each 


month thereafter it will be neces- 
sary for the dealer to obtain new 
certificates. The amount of sugar 
for which these certificates will be 
issued will be sufficient to replace 
the sugar previously sold, as re- 
flected in the number of ration 
stamps collected from ultimate con- 
sumers and turned in by the deal- 
ers. 

In addition to the wholesalers 
and retailers -of sugar, those 
registering today or tomorrow are 
operators of restaurants, bakeries,

Miss May Greene, Who Taught 


School for 53 Years, Is Happiest 


When Her "Children” Come From 
Far Away Places to Visit Her

THE MAY GREENE SCHOOL, 

NAMED IN HONOR OF "MISS 

MAY" WHILE SHE WAS STILL 
ACTIVE AS A TEACHER. 


CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., 
April 27. 


APE GIRARDEAU'S first citi- 
C zen is a little, old-fashioned 
woman, who sits these spring 
days in her cozy corner in her old- 
fashioned home, looking out upon 
her old-fashioned garden. They 
call her Miss May. She was always 
Miss May to the hundreds of chil- 
dren she taught during her 53 
years of service in the Cape Girar- 
deau schools. The children could 
never bring themselves to call her 
Miss Greene, for they loved her so. 
Now most of them are grown men 
and women, scattered in far places, 
but they remember her and write 
to her and come back to see her. 
Her happiest days are when they 
come back. She remembers them 
pil, for they are her children. She 
chides them with a smile for the 
times when they were bad in 
school, but likes better to praise 
them for the times when they were 
good. 
The men and women of Cape 
Girardeau, whether or not they 


‘went to school to her, call her Miss 


May. They have named a school 
for her— the May Greene School— 
to keep her in remembrance after 


‘she has gone away. By rights, 


gome say, it should have been 
named the Miss May School. 

For all the 53 years that Miss 
May guided the footsteps of the 
Cape Girardeau children, she her- 
self walked haltingly, with.the aid 
of a crutch because of a child- 
hood injury, but with a will and 
a tranquil spirit that triumphed 
over her physical frailty. So 
through the years Miss May will 
be remembered as the valiant lit- 
tle school teacher who walked with 
a crutch but never stumbled or 
halted when duty called. Perhaps 
she would be teaching yet if she 
had not felt that because of her 
increasing physical disability she 
could not continue to maintain the 
standard of performance that she 
had always set for herself. 

Cape Girardeau was small and 
Miss May was a chit of a girl when 
she began teaching. There was 
only one school building in the 
town and it was overcrowded to 
the extent that some of the pupils 
of the new first grade teacher had 
to sit on boxes until additional 
desks could be provided. Now 
there are five ward schools, one of 
thefn the May Greene School, and 
two high schools. During the years

eighth, efficient always and equal- 
ly successful with the children of 
the different ages that she taught. 

In all her years of teaching she 
was never tardy or absent, unless 
in case of sickness or death in 
her family, and never missed a 
teachers’ meeting.

South’s pass over one spade was 
eminently proper. For one thing, 
such a pass might turn out to be a 
trap if the opponents were to go 
too far. For another, South could 
not afford to overcall with two 
diamonds. His length in the ad- 
versely bid suit suggested that 
West might be lurking back of him 
with a prompt double. West's two 
heart take-out was, of course, or- 
thodox, as was North’s pass. East 
evidently decided that, since West 
had passed originally, it was very 
unlikely a game could be in the 
hand, hence exercised his right to 
pass, 

This was where South “fell in” 
with both feet, It ig rather obvi- 
ous tHat he figured the opponents* 
had very little because they had 
stopped at two hearts. This was 
not a sound conclusion. It was, of 
course, logical to assume that they 
were not passing out a game, but 
surely there was no evidence that 
they were really weak. At any 
rate, for South to have entered the 
auction for the first time at the 
three level, with only a five card 
suit headed by the A-10, was inde- 
fensible, and met punishment that 
was completely just. 


It would have been more logical ’ 


if South, afraid of being “fixed” by 
letting the opponents play a low 
contract, had entered the auction 
with a double. This type of de- 
layed double, used to reopen the 
bidding, is not taken too seriously 
by an expert partner. He makes 
due allowance for the fact that 
the double may have been made 
under pressure, that is, that it’s 
prime object was to defend against 
a part-score. Such doubles are not 
to be considered at rubber bridge, 
but they have a definite place in 
the strategy of match-point dupli- 
cate. In this case, if South had 
doubled the two heart bid, North 
would have passed because he was 
well prepared to play against that 
contract, - 

If South had taken this action 
instead of making a miserable 
three diamond bid, he would have 
found himself on the winning, in- 
— of the losing side of a pen- 

ty.

read a little piece of folklore 

in the Reader’s Digest for 
April. Not only is it a great story 
in itself, but it fits the pattern of 
every life that reaches maturity. 
that. pattern 
these days, you and I. If we are 
to survive we must know our- 
selves.

Long ago, the story goes, a great 
artist was commissioned to paint 
a mural for a church. The subject 
was to be the life of Christ. For 
years he worked with fervor and 
devotion, but there came a time 
when his brush faltered. Two faces 
eluded him—that of the young 
Christ and that of Judas Iscariot. 
Finally, one day, in a gang of play- 
ing urchins, he came upon a young 
face so beautiful, so pure in its in- 
nocence, that it bore the stamp of 
Christ Himself. And so for days 
the youngster posed in his studio 
while the facile hands set down the 
dreams and purity of youth—the 
spark that God had planted in our 
common clay. 

Then again came a pause of 
years. No model could be found 


W rene delight and gratitude, I 


for that mingled- mask of shrewd- 
ness and weakness which was the 
face of Judas Iscariot. The artist 
was in despair. He was growing 
old with his mural still unfinished. 
But read these paragraphs from 
“Reader’s Digest”: 

“Then one afternoon as he sat 
in a tavern over his daily glass 
of wine, a gaunt and tattered fig- 
ure staggered across the threshold 
and fell upon the floor. ‘Wine, 
wine!’ he begged. The painter 
lifted him up and looked into a 
face that startled him. It seemed 
to bear the marks of every sin of 
mankind, 

“Greatly excited, the old artist 
lifted the profligate to his feet. 
‘Come with me,’ he said, ‘and I will 
give you wine and food and cloth- 
ing.’ ” 

And so began the painting of the 
scarred and dreadful face of Judas, 
the man who had sold his Christ, 
Day by day it proceeded in all its 
sordidness, all its failure and frub- 
—— all its unquenchable des- 

Into the painting the artist 
poured all his soul, But his was 


not the only soul that throbbed 


under that inspired brush. Came 
the hour when the derelict on the 


model’s seat bent his shamed head,, 


broke into sobs. Startled, the art- 
ist asked him what troubled him, 


‘Trembling, faltering with an in- 
fourable despair and regret, the 


blurred eyes lifted, the scarred 
mouth faltered: “Do you not then 
remember me? Years ago I was 
your model for the Christ child.” 

There is your story. There is 
mine. In each of us they live 
together, the Christ and Judas 
Iscariot. The One Who bore the 
crosa—the one who sold Him for 
30 pieces of silver. 

Iam writing this with Good Fri- 
day still fresh in my mind. There 
may be only one Good Friday on 
the calendar but every day is Good 

day for those of us who have 
really lived. For every day, in 
our anguish, we know we have 
sold the Christ by some cruel or 
indifferent act .. . and every 
day in one healing glimpse .. . 
whether we be beggars or thieves 
or fools ... we know that we 
would give all we have to lift 
His cross as He stumbles to Cal- 
Vary.
